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A BIG BLOW. 


The details of the capture of one of the most 
important heights in the immediate neighbour- 
hood of Port Arthur are given us this morn- 
ing. This, the 203 métre fort, is one of 
the western.semi-permanent defences and is on 


-| the second section of the western hills. Several 


of the heights, ranging in altitude from 400ft 
to 700ft,; have been chosen for this purpose. 
For want of other names they have been 
called 131, 169, 174, 180, and 203 metre. 
heights. . These metre heights are a few 
miles north-west of the town. The lower slopes 
leading to these hills are crossed with ‘thick 
wire entanglements. The wire is entwined 
around irregular lines of wooden posts, driven 
in about three feet apart. The obstacle is about 
five feet wide, and the lines of entanglements 
are at irregular distances apart, averaging 
from one hundred to four hundred yards. 
Over the glacis of the hills themselves there 
are other lines of entanglements. The strongest 
as well as the most important of these heights 
are known as the 174 and 208 mitre hills, the 
latter of which is the fort alluded to in our 
telegrams. The 203 métre height was of great 
strategic importance to the Russians, since, 
as long as they held it, the Japanese were 
prevented from getting between the two 
sections of the hills -and threatening the I-tzu- 
Shan fort. ‘The Russians greatly appreciat- 
led the value of both the 203 .and 174 
métre hills, and had expended enormous exer- 
tions in preparations for their defence. A 


single line of extra thick entanglements ran 


around. the front, and the position*was armed. 
with two 4-inch guns, five field, and four 
machine guns. The 203 metre hill was even 
stronger than the 174. Here the sleepers had 
been covered with a double layer of quarter- 


_ [inch steel plates, and the trench ends and 


angles strengthened with railway rails. It had 
& similar armament to the 174. The terribly 
determined nature of the struggle for this com 


manding point is seen by this morning's tele- 


| grams. ‘The Japanese made use of tunnels and 


mines to blow up the glacis and at dawn on 
Wednesday the bombardment began and after 


_—— 


| a terrific atrnggle they xnoogeded, at 5 6 ‘lock j in 


the evening, inreaching their goal. An officia 
telegram from Tokio to-day states that the 
Russians left “heaps of corpse” on the eastern 
side of the hill, This success is of extreme im- 
portance as the port will be at the mercy of the 
Japanesé guns, and the significance of Wednes- 
day’s feat is that it is the beginning of the end. 

The importance of Port Arthur to the Rus- 


sians consists in the fact that it occupies a_ 
large portion of the Japanese forces, both naval — 


and. military, and thereby assists General 
Kuropatkin and the commanders of the 
Russian Squadrons. But if the fortress should 
fall during the next few weeks, before the 


Baltic Squadron has passed the Philippine 
Islands, the whole aspect of the war will be - 


changed to Japan's advantage. After a sufficient 
garrison has been left for Port Arthur, of 
which the Japanese would at onée restore and 
re-arm the defences towards the sea, a very 
large contingent would: be available to rein- 
force Marshal Oyama’s Army, while Admiral 
Togo’s whole Fleet, except the vessels with 


which he observes the Viadivostok Squadron, - 


would be available to fight the Fleet from the 
Baltic. Admiral ‘Togo has hitherto been neces- 
sarily obliged toconsider inall his arrangements 
the possibility that the BalticFleetmight be sent 
to Japanese waters, He’ has, therefore, had to 
avoida close action in which the destruction of 


the enemy’s ships might be purchased atthe - 


cost of serious loss to-his own squadron, for if 
such loss were to reduce his force below what is 
indispensable for a fight with thé Baltic Fieet 
the arrival of that Fleet might turn in Russia's 
favour the balance of pow®e at sea. The Japa- 
nese admiral has ‘so far. been able to keep. his 
Fleet almost at full strength ; he has lost only 
one battleship, and few competent judges think 


that the Baltic Fleet unaided oan have much 
‘vbande against him, But it is still as important 


to him &s~éver that Port Arthur should be

In a fight with 
the Baltic Fleet Admiral Togo will not need to 


avoid a close action, for ~is no other Rus- 
sian Fleet available, the destruction of the 
Baltic Fleet,even if it costvhalf ot the Japanese 


Squadron, would leavé Japan mistress of the 
sea until the end of the war. No ships but 


those of Russia can take part in the conflict: 


without compelling the British Navy to take 
part on the side of Japan. 

The fall of Port Arthur would have another 
momentous consequence. It would set_ free 
Japanese troops enough to give Marshal Oyama 


‘the decided numerical superiority which he 


requires for a decisive victory;and such avictory 
is required to convince the Kussian Government 
that nothing is to be gained by the continuance 
of the war. Correspondents.with the Russian 
Army seem to expect a fresh Japanese attack, 
Yet it is not quite clear to us that if the fall of 
Port Arthur is shortly expected Japan’s best 
strategy would not be to wait for that event. 
I'he further from his base General Kuropatkin 
tights the more disastrous must be the effect of a 
defeat which compromises his communications, 
and such a defeat Japan must seek to iuilict 
onhim. Moreover, the nearer to the Japanese 
bases the easier it should be for’ the Japanese 
Army to maucuvre and to make the most of 
any such local or temporary advantage as may 
énable the Russian general to be torced to fight 
with his line of retreat to a flank. ‘There’ is niet 
much gained by gradually pushing the Russian 
Army back ; there is every thing to be gained 
by indaciig it tostay Where it is until its flank 
can be turned. General, Kuropatkin, now that 
he has been given’ full authority over the mill: 
tary operations and has been relieved of a bur 
den ot an Uld Man of the Sea on iis shoulders, 
will probably -haudie his Army betver thau 
before, especially as he will be abie to form 
Armies not quite so large as the one which be 
has hitherto commanded without other ab 
division than that into corps.

FIERCE JAPANESE CHARGE.

The Japanese remain masters of 203 metre 
hill. _( Havas.)

-The 203 metre hill is on the western side of 
the harboum and commands the whole port; 
thus enabling the Japanese to cannonade the 
warships. 

The Japariese, by means of tunnels and 
mines, blew up the .glacis of the hill. Huge 
masses fell] into the moat, and partially filled 
it. The besiegers commenced the bombardment 
at dawn yesterday, and made several charges, 
which, however, were stubbornly resisted. hey 
made another fierce charge at 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon, and reached within 30 metres of the 
summit.

UNHAPPY CAIRO MARRIAGE. 


~Rdward Richard Mays, an engine-driver in 
the employment of the Egyptian Government, 
appeared before Sir Francis Jeune on Saturday 
week to be cross-examined on his petition for 
divoree from Margaret Mays, to whom he was 
married on July 7, 1899. :

Whereupon he immediately returned to 
England and commenced, proceedings for a 
divorce.
